So fully ore wo impressed with tlio 
nocessity of keeping tho publio alivo 
to tne truo position with regard to tho 
groat question of Confederation, that 
wo doom it' our duty again to repeat 
Our warning of tho danger tho Colony 
would run of losing hor present van- 
tage ground, by being silent now, 
when our words and actions upon this 
momentous question may have so 
great an effoot upon our futnro. Those 
Who havo read tho Bpoochos of the 
leading mcmbora of tho Imperial Parn 
liament during tho dobato on tho "Bri- 
tish North Amorica Aot," can hardly 
havo iailod to oomo to tho conclusion 
that Confederation was tho policy of 
tho parliament latoly prorogued ; and 
it is highly improbablo that tho lie- 
formed Parliament will adopt any 
Other policy upon this question. Tho 
Seorotary of Stato fcr tho Colonies 
says, in a rocont despatch to tho Gov- 
ernor,GenoraI of tho Dominion, "Con- 
federation is tho policy of the Empire.'' 
Those in communication with persons 
now residing in England, who havo 
material interests in this Colony, and 
who aro willing to take somo trouble 
to ascertain correctly what aro the 
sentiments of tho loading colonial 
politicians at home, havo constantly 
repeated to thorn the warning that 
Confederation is fully determined upon 
by the Imporial Government. No 
doubt other matters of gravo impor- 
tance will absorb much of tho atten* 
tion of tho now Parliament, but we 
must not forget that tho Dominion 
Government will not lot tho mattor 
Bleep; it is the Canadian policy to ex- 
tend tho Dominion from tho Atlantic 
to the Pacifio with as littlo dolay as 
possible. Wo may then rest assured 
that Canadian Statotfmon will not 
eoase to proas tho mattor upon tho 
Imperial Government j and it becomes 
necessary for us to oonsidor what may 
be the possible consequences of Con- 
federation being thrust upon us as an 
Imperial proposition boioro wo expect 
it. Tho probable course that tho mat- 
ter would tako, wore wo ourselves to 
remain passive, would bo that the 

Imperial Government would Jiroet the 
«, r ....... w»uuioiu tu ia;to 

stops to have such Confederation 
Bcueme aa should soom expedient to 
the Colonial Office in Downing street, 
sanctioned by tbo local legislature ; 
constituted ub tho Council is at pro- 
sent, this would of course moan that 
tho people should havo no roal voioo 
in the settlement of a measure which 
would bo vitally afl'ect their future. 
We will admit, that would be pos-iblo 
oven under the circumstances which 
we havo suggested, for tho Governor 
to give tho pooplo an opportunity of 
expressing thoir views upon tho ques- 
tion, but is it wise to trust to what is 
after all but a baro possibility 1 The 
probabilities arc against such a course 
of proceeding, for when once it has be- 
como, with tho Imporial Parliament, a 
Bottled determination to extend the 
Dominion to the Pacifio, it ia not 
likely that any unnecessary delay will 
be tolerated, more especially wheu 
Downing Stroet has a powerful lever 
which may bo brought to bear upon 
tho Executive of this Colony. It is 
for tho purposo of keeping in tho 
minds of tho pooplo of British Colum- 
bia tho circumstanco of tho Colonial 
Office having an uuusual hold upon 
tho presont Governor of tho Colony, 
that wo havo moro than onco drawn 
attontion to tho faot of Mr. Seymour 
not having carried out tho instructions 
of tho Secretary of Stato in regard to 
the reduction of tho Civil establish- 
ment of the nnitod Colonies j that he 
bus failed to perform what was ex- 
pected of him, is notorious in London; 
the moans of vorifying tho extent of 
the failure to which wo alludo, may 
not exist in tho Colony, but a perusal 
of such of tho despatchos of the Secre- 
taries of Stato as havo boon published 
sinco tho Union, and which touch 
upon finanoial matters, coupled with a 
moments reflection upon tho prosont 
Btato of publio affairs, will satisfy tho 
most sceptical, that tho instructions of 
tho Homo Govornmont havo not been 
oarriod out. Tho Colonial Secretary, 
no matter which party may bo in 
power when tho Imporial Polioy is 
to be oarriod out, is not likoly to lose 
sight of this stato of facts in issuing 
his instructions for tho sottlcniout of 
the Confederation quostion, and ho is 
less likely to brook a Bocond nogloot 
of instructions. No man, holding tho 
position of Governor of a Colony, 
whether ho has any plans or desiros 
for his own futuro or not, would rolish 
beiDg recalled for that which would 

i 



placo him under the ban of the Colonial 
OSGco for tho rost of his lifo, Under 
existing ciroumstanooB then, it would 
bo most uusafo to roly upon Confedera- 
tion boing sottlod upon propor terms 
by tho oxisting local government, and 
for this, amongst other reasons, we 
havo urged and shall oontinuo to urgo 
upon tho peoplo of the Colony the 
earnest consideration of tho Confedera- 
tion question in all its hearings upon 
tho futuro of British Columbia whilst 
thoy havo timo and opportunity to 
mako thoir wishes heard. Thore aro 
at present, inootod by tho different 
soctionnof parties who are sincere in 
seeking remedies for tho admitted 
evils in tho present systom of govern- 
ment, but two substantial propositions, 
that is to say, an increase of tho popu- 
lar oloment in tho Council, and Con- 
federation ; against these we have the 
oppononts of all ohango, who believo 
in tho prosont systom of Government; 
it is for tho pooplo of tho Colony to 
say whether thoy aro content ae they 
aro, or w bother they wish for reform, 
and if so, what kind of reform will 
they acoept.

Serjeant Bowden deposed to finding the 
body in a shanty rolled up in o rnattrasi on 
tho fl )or ; Dr JDuvie cot the cord with which 
the buodlo containing the body was tiod ; 
eaw several markB of violence on the body ; 
had not been nble to learn lha woman's 
name, believed Bhe had no friends. 

Dr Davie, Benior, accompanied sergeant 
Bowden when they found the body concealed 
as described by tbe Serjoant; have ex- 
amined the body as far as possible aod found 
several marks on it, there were five cuts or 
etabs on the left eido rtud four on the right 
Bide of the neck ; none of these were fatal ; 
from marks oo the chest cone uded, as far 
as he could withoul a thorough post mortem 
exuminaiion, it hud been heavily knelt upon 
and bruised ; the hands were spasmodically 
clenched as they would by by a person making 
a struggle ; the pillow was fastened over tbe 
fnce as if ulrun^uiatiou had been intended 
was of opinion death had been caused by 
etranguluiion, could not say positively with- 
out a further exami"alion ; thought the 
woman abnut ID or 20 years of age; she 
had botn dead sevural days ; thiuk tho same 
shanty was examined, but ia not sure, by 
himsolf and tho police aboo' Beven days 
ago, there was no body there then. 

Chang Tai, a Chinaman — keep a grocery; 
store on Comoranl street; found the body on 
Monday last ; felt thai it wus cold and dead; 
put it on Ihe floor and tied it up in ihe ban- 
dlo as found ; told tbe police immediately ol 
tba (act ; tied Ihe body up lest it should 
smell; thu woman had been to my store a 
week ago; three day« Bince beard her make 
B DOise like choking j thought eho had tbe 
cholic ; went in to see har, but guve her 
no medicine ; Inreo Chinamen live next 
door to tbe deceased ; the woman had only 
four bits when she came into tho store ; did 
Dot pee tbo bayonet produced in the bouso at 
any time. [Produced in court. J 

At this stage the Corouer adjourned the 
Inquest until Friday at 1 o'clock to enable 
tho police to mako further inquiry.

PKOCEEDINGS 

OF THE 

YALE CONVENTION. 



The following aro tho preambles nnd reao> 
lutions passed by tho Convention, on Monday, 
Tuesday and Wednesday, the 14th, 15th, and 
15th insts., respectively : 

Wbbrbas tnib Convention ; composed of 
Delegates representing different constituencies, 
hB9 — at tho general popular desiro and after 
due and ample public; notico — been convened 
nt Yule, British Columbia, this Sept, 14th, 
1868, by the call of the Confederate Lcnguo, 
and by the authority of tho people of British 
Columbia in tho respective districts declared, 
to give a full, unprejudiced and united 
expression of their views uud feelings respect- 
ing tho desirability of the admission of this 
Colony into the Dominion of Canada, the neces- 
sity for tbo immediate establishment of Repre- 
sentative Institutions with Responsible Gov- 
ernment, nnd generally as to tho state, wants 
and wishes of the country : 

And Wheroas this Convention, is duly im- 
pressed with tli o high, responsible and patri- 
otic duties that their Fellow-countrymen have 
called on thetn to discharge, and cherishes 
the most ardent and devoted loyalty to Her 
Most Gracious Majesty tho Queen, and attach- 
ment to British Institutions ; 

Aud Wheroas it is expedient to resolve and 
declare what in its opinion is right and proper 
In tho premises, This Convention, therefore, 
in virtue of the trust roposed in it, and witn 
an honest and patriotic desiro to promote tho 
public welfare, after due deliberation resolves 
and declares as follows: 

1. That all Governments should eiist 
by tho free and just consent of tho governed, 
and that tho Government that does not exist 
by the free and just consent of the governed is 
a despotism. That tho Government of British 
Columbia does not exist by the froo und just 
consent of tho governed ; and is, therefore, a 
Despotism. That it is unsuited to tho Freo 
British Subjects of this Colony. That it de- 
prives the peoplo of their rightful share in the 
Government, as no Statute or Order in Council 
exists which guarantees to tho people the 
right to participate in tho Government of the 
Colony ; but in the Legislative, and Executlvo 
Departments all aro nominated or may be 
rejected, suspended or removed by the 
Governor of this Colony. That the ordinary 
consequences of such a form of government 
are manifest in this Colony, in the disregard 
of public opinion, in tho negluct of public in- 
terests, in tho high taxation, in tho annual 
deficits, in tho annually increased puolic debt, 
In expending large sums of public rnonry in 
paying salaries disproportionate to tho ser- 
vices rendered, and in maintaining an unneces- 
sary large number of officials, and in the ten- 
dency which the continuance of such political 
evils have to weaken tho attachment of tho 
people to the Cro<vn and British connection. 
That to such an extent havo the evils of mis- 
government multiplied that profound, wide- 
spread, universal discontent prevails and is 
expressed at tho form of Government and at 
tho manner in which the affairs of tho Colony 
hare been and are mismanaged; and that the 
people of British Columbia loudly demand a 
REMEDY. 

2. That the proper remedy for tho present 
political condition of the Colony and tho one 
that commonds itself as preferable to all others 
— being in harmony with Imperial policy and 
the legitimate aspirations and desiros of tho 
people of this Colony — is the immediate ad- 
mission of British Columbia into the Dominion 
of Canada on terms, equitable, expedient and 
bentiicinl, simultaneously with tho establishi 
mentof Representaiiveliistitutionf. and Renpom 
siblo Government; and that, whether admission 
into the Dominion of Canada shall occur or 
not, Representative Institutions aud Respond 
sihle Government should be inaugurated 
forthwith in British Columbia. 

3. That the terns of admission into tho 
Dominion of Canada that would be equitable, 
expedient and beneficial to tho Colony in 
the opinion of this Convention are chiefly ex- 
pressed in tho following sixteen sections: 

1. Tho limits of British Columbia, on and 
oftcr admission, to bo tho same as at present, 

2. The Dominion of Canada to become liable 
for the Public Debt of British Columbia at 
the time of admission. 

3. The Dominion of Canada to pay annually 
out of her Consolidated Revenue Fund, in 
semi-annual advances, to British Columbia 
for the support of her local Government and 
Legislature, the sum of S 1 10,000, and also, an 
Annual Grant in aid of tho local Government 
of British Columbia, equal to Eighty Cents per 
Load of the population of British Columbia, 
the minimum n umber of said population, in- 
cluding Indians, not to bo estimated at less 
than -10,000, at any timo, and the increase of 
population after admission to bo the increase 
of population other than Indians, and the said 
increaso of population to bo determined by 
census or otherwise as may from timo to time 
be expedient. 

■4. All Crown Lands, Mines, Minerals and 
Royaltios situate in British Columbia nb the 
timo of admission, and all sums of money then 
due or payable, or that may afterwards accrue 
for fluch Crown Lands, Mines, Minerals and 
Royalties to belong to British Columbia and 
to bo under tho exclusive control of Its Govt 
ernmcnt and Legislature, 

G. All Stocky, Cash, Banker's Balances and 
Securities for money belonging to British 
Columbia, ut tho timo of admission, to be 
tho property of British Columbia, 

6. All Public Works and Property of Brit- 
ish Columbia at tho time ot admission, to bo- 
long to British Columbia, with the exception 
of such portions of tho Grand Trunk road 
through British Columbia, or other roads then 
constructed, as may bo used as a portion of 
tho trans-continental road, which shall becomo 
tho property of the Federal Government. 

7. Tho Dominion of Canada to construct 
■within three years after tho admission of Brit- 
ish Columbia, a good Ovorland Wagon Road, 
extending from Lake Superior, Ontario, to the 
head of navigation on tho Lower Fraser river, 
Briish Columbia, and to commeuce tho con- 
struction of tbo same through tho Rocky 
Mountains within one year nfter admission. 

8. The Imperial Government to guarantee ft 
Loan to construct the said Ovorland Road, if 
deemed expedient. 

0. If at any time nfter admission tho Legis- 
lature of British Columbia Bliall pass an Ad- 
dress to tho Governor - General of Canada 
declaring that it is expedient to cstabliih o 
Free Port on tho Pacific, In order to advance the 
interests of British coramerco in the North 
Pacific, tho Parliament of tho Dominion to 
make provision for tho establishment ot tho 
game, 

10. British Oolurnbia to bo represented in 
tho Senate by not less than two Members, and 
in tho Commons by net les) than threo Mem- 
bers, at any timo. 



11. At the first election ot Representatives 
to tho Commons and until otherwise provided 
by the Parliamont of Canadn, tho Lieutenant 
Governor of British Columbia to proclaim 
what shall be tho qualifications and disqaali* 
liciilions of Representatives nud Eleators, tho 
boundaries of Electoral Districts and tho laws 
govorning such elections. 

12. At the timo ol admission, tho Itovenuo 
Laws of the Dominion of Canada to extend 
and apply to British Columbia, and thereupon 
tbo Revenue Laws of British Columbia thereby 
affoctod to be nail and void, and all Duties 
and Revenues derived in and from British 
Columbia under tho Itovenuo Laws of tho Do- 
minion of Canada to belong to Canada; 

13. The exclusive) powers of Provincial 
Legislatures enumerated in the Is'ioety-second 
Soetion of 'The British North America Act, 
1807,' aud all other provisions ol the said Act 
that extend and apply genorally to tho Prov- 
inces of tho Dominion of Canada and that may 
bo applicablo to British Columbia, except as 
otberwiso in those terms provided, to extend 
and apply to British Columbia, ut and from 
the timo of admission. 

14. Except as otherwise provided, all Laws 
in force in British Columbia at tho time of 
admission, and all Courts of Civil and Crim- 
inal Jurisdiction, and all Logal Commissions, 
Powers and Authorities, and all Officers, Ju- 
dicial, Administrative und Ministerial existing 
therein at the timo of admission to continuo 
in British Columbians if such admission had 
not taken place; subject nevertheless to ho 
repealed, abolished .OlJtUSfiai. 1,v ' tlln p '^ j"r r 
mentof Cauoda or by tho Legislature of Brit- 
ish Colsmbis, according to the authority of the 
said Parliament or of tbo said Legislature,' 
undor 'The British North America Aot, 18(17,' 
and any subscquont Imperial Act. 

16, Until tho Parliament of Canada pro- 
vides othorwiso, all Oflicers of British Colum- 
bia, at and from the timo of admission, 
having duties to discharge in relation to mat- 
tors other than those coming within tho 
Classes of Subjects assigned by 'The 
British North America Act, 1807,' to tho 
Provinces, to bo Officers of Canada. 

That this Convention further rosolvsi and 
declares : 

4. That the peoplo of British Columbia desiro 
Representative Institutions with Responsible 
Government, and have the capacity to work 
thoso Institutions successfully in the interest 
of th« Colony ; and that auy representations 
that h&7« boon or that may be made to the 
contrary in Englnnd or olsowuere would 
neither be in accordance with facts uor tho 
views of the people of this Colony, the people 
being the best judges of thoir own &ffairs. 

5. That the establishment of Rsprcsentativo 
Institutions, without the simultaneous innugu« 
ration of Responsible Government, would be 
only a partial aud very imperfect remedy for 
the- evils produced by the present form of 
Government ; and that unless the Governor 
wore required to govern in accordance with 
the advice and consent of an Executive Coun- 
cil holding seats in the Legislature, and com- 
manding the confidence, and support of a 
majority of the representatives of tho people, 
thero would never bo that degree of harmony 
between the Executive and tho representatives 
□f tho peoplo that it essential to tho successful 
working of the Government and the rational 
contentment of the country. 

6. That whether admitted into tho Dominion 
or not, the Legislature should consist of a 
Governor and one Chamber called the Legis- 
lative Assembly; that the members of the 
Assembly should be elected for a period of not 
more than fouryears ; that tho sessions should 
be hold annually ; that members be paid their 
reasonable expenses for a period not exceeding 
forty days in each session. That the qualifi- 
cation for members be »« follows: Being a 
male British subject of full age, and possess) 
ing real or personal property or both of the 
value ot $500. That the qualification of electors 
be as follows ; — 1. A mnlo British subject or 
alien who lias taken tho oath of allegiance, 
2. Residencu in the Colony one year, and in 
tho District in which tho vote is cast throe 
months. 3. Possesied of real or personal pro- 
perty, or both, at tho time of registration, to 
the value of $100. 4. Registered on tho 
electoral roll of the District. That any male 
alion who can read and writo or speak the 
English language, and who has been five 
years in tho Colony, and is possessed of real 
estato to tho value of $100, and appears on 
the electoral roll, shall bo entitled to vote. 

X. That the Executive Council, as at pteiont 
constituted does not command public confi- 
dence nor represent tho country in tho Govi 
eminent, is irresponsible, or not accountable to 
the people for the administration of its respec- 
tive departmonta, and under tho present coni 
stitution of the Colony is but an ocho of the 
Governor, and generally antagonistic to the 
well-being of tho Colony; aud that tbo substi- 
tution therefor of an Exocutivo Council, which 
holds office only, while it commands the con- 
fidenco and support of a majority of a Repres- 
entative Legislature, would bo hailed with 
delight by tho country. 

8. That tho nominative character and 
official elements of tbo Legislative Council 
render it unsuited to a Colony of Freo British 
subjects. That tbo Cosncil may be composed 
of twenty-three members, or merely a quorum, 
as tho Governor may docrco. That tho poople 
have no right goarantoed to thorn by Statute 
or Order in Council by which they may send 
representatives to participato In tho delibera- 
tions of tho Council as thoy srould havo were 
tho Council a Representative Assembly, in the 
British sonse of the term " Representative," 
inasmuch as tho election of a member bv tho 
people does not insure him a sentin the Council 
That the people havo no constitutional power 
to pass good measures nor to stop tho pnssngo 
ol bad measures, through tho Council. That 
the Legislative Council violates a fundamental 
principle of tho British Oonstitnion by impos- 
ing taxes on tho peoplo without representation. 
That it disrogards public opinion aud neglects 
publio interests; that it consents to the 
maintenance in office of mora officials than 
tbo country can afford or the public, service 
requires. That it concurs with tbo Executive 
in an extravagant Civil List, adding annually 
to the Public Debt. That the non-representa- 
tive character of tho Oounoii, the non-existonco 
ot a Representative Assembly, combined with 
mal-administration, have (by tho disoontont 
produced,) a tendency to alionato tho affect- 
ions of tho peoplo from tho Crown. That the 
officials, tbo paid sorvanls of tho public, rule 
tho ^people with irresponsible authority; 
and that it is thoir interest to resist reform to 
rotuin office. That tho officials, who form 
a majority of tho Council, vote aB the Exec- 
ntivo intimates whenever required, and that, 
consoquently, tho majority of the Council has 
no real independence, is a sham Legisla- 
ture, tho Governor and Exocutivo Council 
being virtually the Legislature of tho Colony, 
That tho Legislative Council does not repru- 
sent tho peoplo of British Columbia, and from 
its nominative and dependent character, can 
never gain popular confidence and support, 
and will always bo productive of popular dis« 



content. That tho people have no coulidcuoe 
ii the Oountil, and will never bo satisfied with 
tho Constitution of the Legislature till a Re- 
presentative Assembly ia established. 

0. That ono of the roasong why Union 
botwoou Yancouvcr Island and British Golaro. 
bia was sought was that a Supreme Court of 
Appeal for tho whole Colony could be economs 
Ically created. That the colonies were united 
two years ago.nnd yet no Appellate Court has 
been inaugurated, That as a consequjuce of 
tho continued scparato existence of tho Su- 
premo Courts of Yancouvcr Island and British 
Columbia confidence in those Courts respec- 
tively has been matorially impaired. That it 
is tho prevailing opinion that such continued 
separation of tbo Courts and non-inauguratioa 
of a Supremo Court of Appeal has been due to 
more consideration for tho personal interests 
of tho Judges than for tho general lnlorests 
of Justice throughout tho Colony. 

10. That by appointing Stipendiary Magis- 
trates and Gobi 'Commissioners to Beats in the 
Legislative Council they ere withdrawn from 
their respective districts for long eontinnous 
periods, leaving such districts without any 
competent authority to aid in tho protection 
of life and property", and thereby virtually de- 
claring that such officers aro not required, 

11. That tho salary, allowances andperquii 
sites of tho Governor (oxeceding tho sum of 
520,000) are unreasonable and ought to be re- 
duced to a figure proportionate to the ability 
at tho Colouy and the services rendered. That 
in addition to tbo above salary and perquis- 
ite's titers is nn annual interest oTeii'per cent. 

545,000, making the npproximato cost of 
residenco in Victoria $11700* That the Biliary 
of tbo Liout. Governor of tho province of On- 
tario, Canada, with a population of 1,500,000 
is only $8000 per annum ; and that there is 
no good reason why tho salary of the Gov- 
ornor of this Colony should exceed $10,000 
per annum with a residence. That if tho 
Governor's salary be reduced to that amount 
Mid tho allowances, perquisites and extra 
assistance of $500 bo abolished, there would be 
an annual Baving in the Govornor's Dopart- 
tnenl of about $10,000, 

13, That tho salary of tho Colonial Secre- 
tary, $3,860 per year, is too high and onght 
to bo reduced to a sum not oxcecdiug $3000 
per annum, thereby saving $880. That ono 
clerk in the Colonial Secretary's Department 
at a salary of $1800 is sufficient to meet tbo 
requirements of the public aorvico. 
That an aseistunt printer at $000 per 
annum is unnecessary. That the total 
saving by .'iheso reductions, without impair- 
ing tho efficiency of the publio Bervico would 
5o $3,540. 

13. That tho Offico of Lunds and Works is 
maintained at a great annual expense, 
amounting in 18G8, for a Chief Commissioner 
and three clerks to $8,490 and in former years 
to a far largsr sum. That the greatest 
ignorance prevails in tho department as to the 
lands in Vancouver Island and on the main- 
land, although a Land Office has boon kept 
open in the former place soventeen years and 
in the latter for ten years. That nothing is 
done by the Department to assist in tho sale 
and settlement of the public lands, except re- 
cording a few pre-ompiions in Vancouver Is- 
land, and on the mainland the pre-emptions 
are recorded by the Magistrates. That a few 
parcels of Public Lands are loasod for the pun 
poses of trttdo, agriculture, lumbering and 
mining and tho rents collected for tho same. 
That instalments on lands sold or pro-ompted 
aro collected. That a few maps are mide or 
extended occasionally. That the abovo in- 
cludes the total services performed by this 
Department pertaining to land and could all 
bo transacted by one clerk. That tho public 
works curried on by tbo Department are com 
fined to repairing roads, constructing some 
small bridges, cutting out or keeping open a 
trail or repairiog or enlarging a public build- 
ing, and aro either porformed by contract or 
by temporary service. That the entire public 
works, including mnpimaking, could bo w»ll 
attended to by one competent civil engineer. 
That two competent clorks or civil engineers 
to perform all tho abovo services efficiently 
and satisfactorily could bo had for $1500 
each, and that a saving ia the permanent ex- 
penditure of tho Department made, amounting 
to $5,400. That by conuecting this Depart- 
ment with that of the Colonial Secretary, one 
civil engineer would bo sufficient to transact 
all tho business. That therefore for purposes of 
economy it is expedient to abolish tbo offico of 
Chief Commissioner of Lands nnd Works and 
to reduce the permanent staff of the Depart- 
ment to not moro than two Civil Engineers, 
under tho supervision of tho Colonial Secre- 
tary. 

14. That the duties of the Treasury oan be 
performed nnder efficient checks, by two 
clerks ; that, thcroforo, ono clerk should be 
discharged, thereby saving $1200 per annum 

15. That the Auditor's Department is too 
expensively conducted. That two competont 
clerks can efficiently audit the publio accunnts 
nt a salary not oxcooding S1800 and $1500 
respectively, thereby saving in this Dopart 
ment $1,750. 

10. That tho office of Registrar Gonornl of 
Titles at Victoria is almost a sinecure; that the 
incumbent draws a salary of $2,440 per yoar 
for a service that notoriously does not occupy 
him more taan onohouraday; yet tho Gov- 
ernment refuses to roduco tho salary; on tho 
contrary lins raised it $485 in 1808, and per- 
sists in keeping tho offico separate instead of 
amalgamating it with some o llier and thereby 
utilizing tho services of tho incumbent. That 
reports nro industriously publiBhod by the 
Government that the office is self-paying and 
therefore ought to bo continued* but that is 
effected by imposing a high tariff of chargos 
for registering documonls nnd thereby the 
office is made self-paying at the expenso of 
those who register. That by affixing a salary 
to this office proportionate to tho labor per- 
formed, tho tariff of charges for registration 
could be reduced four-fifths; that the labor 
employed in tho service is not worth mora than 
$500 per annum. That by an alteration of 
local statutes (if necessary at all) so that tho 
office may be amalgamated with that of Regis- 
trar of tho Supreme Court, Victoria, the whole 
timo of tho incumbent might bo employed, 
and nt a salary of $180C per annum there 
would be Baved in this Department $700 aud 
in tho Supremo Conrt $1500, making a total 
saving of $2125 per annum. That tho office of 
Registrar of Titles might bo amalgamated 
with one of two othor oflicos, yet retain all its 
efficiency and secure economy in tho expendi- 
ture. That tho continuanca of this officer at 
the present salary is a glaring yuMio wrong. 

17. That tho offico of Stipendiary Magis- 
trate for New Westminster, should bo abolished 
and that the dnties should bo discharged by 
tho Registrar General of British Columbia in 
addition to the duties of Post Master General. 

18. That the office of Barbour Master should 
bo amalgamated with that of tho Customs 
Department, tnat a saving woold thoroby bo 
effected of S1800, without any publio injury. 



10. That the salary of tho Attornoy General 
should be $1500 with practice, nnd that he bo 
allowed a clerk, at $1000 per year. 

20. That reform in tho offico of Sheriff is 
essentially necessary, as it is virtually a 
sinecure, without proper securities being filed 
by the Sheriff is caso of orrors or losses in 
Civil suits. That a division of tho Shrievalty 
Into two or moro Shrievalties, tho inoumbonla 
giving bonds in a suitablo amount for the 
faithful performance of their duty, is required 
both for efficiency and security of the public. 
That tho paying out of publio moneys as 
a bonus to the Sheriff under present circura- 
Btanees is a wasteful and wanton expenditure 

21. That tho offico of Chief Inspector of 
Police is not required, and thorcfore ought to 
bo abolished. 

22. That thoro is no public necessity for 
keeping five extra Constables In Cariboo at an 
aunual expense of $3500 per year. That In 
tbo Lillooet-Clinton District a Stipend- 
iary ^Magistrate is not required, there- 
by saving $2400 per annum. That at 
Nanaimo, a Stipendiary Magistrate is not 
required, and tho duties of Deputy Collector 
ot Customs there, with that of Postmaster, 
could bo performed satisfactorily for $1000, 
saving thereby $1000. That in Liiloool, 
Clinton and Nanaimo, honorary Magistrates 
can dischargo tho duties of Justico of the 
Peace. That the retrenchment that might bo 
mads by tbo Executivo nnder these haeds is 
equal to $10,300 per year. 

23. That tbo Supremo Court Judges should 
dischargo tho duties of County Court Judges, 
holding Court periodically in the different 
districts of tho Colony. 

24. That the vote of $3000 in the Estimates 
for oxpenses of Judgo and Registrar on 
Circuit, on tbs Mainland of tho Colony is 
exorbitant and calls for rovisiou. 

25. That including tho reductions suggested 
and others which might advantageously bo 
adopted, a saving of about $00,000 in the 
annual expenditure for Civil Establishments 
may bo made, without impairing in tbo least 
degree the public service, or endangering in 
tho least tho securities for thepreservation ; of 
life and property, or the maintenance of 
order throughout tho Colony. 

26. That the people of British Columbia are 
willing te bear patiently tho heavy financial 
burden imposed upon tho country lor the cuip 
etruction of public works, amounting to nearly 
$150,000 annually; but they denounco the 
extravagant expenditure by which » deficit 
was created in 1806, amounting to about 
$170,000; and in 1807, $130,000. That these 
deficits woie effected in violation of the rule 
laid down by the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies in a despatch dated April 30, 180G, 
viz.: That tho expenditure of the year must 
bo reduced to such an amount ns may be 
covered by tho actual average receipts of the 
past two years. That tho estimates of 1808 
violate this rule. 

27. That the Bystem of dividing nnd sub- 
dividing tho publio service into departments, 
and placing such duties respectively in the 
hands of a singlo person, may bo the proper 
modo to transact public business in a rich and 
populous country ; but to a Colony such ns 
British Columbia, whero the population is very 
small, the financial resources proportionately 
limited, and tho businass to bo transacted 
under each head but trifling, such a system is 
wholly unsuited, entailing too high an expen- 
diture without increasing efficiency. That it is 
mainly by attempting to carry out this system 
and by keeping too Urge a staff of otlleials 
at salaries disproportionate to the cir- 
cumstances of the Colony, that tho public 
expenditure is annually unnecessarily 
increased. That it is, therefore, to amalgama- 
tion ot Offices, reduction of tho Civil List, 
and lowering of Salaries that the peoplo look 
tor a reduction in the current expenditure for 
tho support uf Establishments. 

28. That tho total population of British 
Columbia exclnsivo of Indians does not ex- 
ceed 10,000; that the number of Indians do not 
exceed 30,000. That the Iudiaus living chiefly 
by hunting and fishing aro not Individually on 
the average large consumers of dutiable ortax< 
able commodities. That tho highest estimate 
that could be placed on tho Indians nB con- 
samors is that three Indian- consume as much 
as one white or civilized person, and that con- 
sequently the total Indian population is only 
equal to 10,000 whito consumers. That a 
uioio correct estimate, would in all probability 
De that live Indians are equal to one whito per- 
son, thereby makiug tho total Indian inhabi- 
tants as consumers equal to 6000 whites. That 
(taking tho highest estimato of the Iudiuns as 
consumers) tho total number of consumers ol 
dutiable and taxable commodities is 20,000. 
That in 1807 the revonuo without loans was 
$475,250 and tbo average tax per head of the 
consumers $23 75. That tho expenditure as 
reported to tho Council as loss than tho actual 
expondituro was in 1807 $500,159 or $28 to 
each consumer. That out of the expenditure of 
$500,159 In 1807, only $52,000 wero expended 
In publio works. That tho estimnted revenue of 
18G8 is $570,000 or nearly $29 to each con- 
sumer. That the estimated expondituro of 
1808 is $572,553 or $28 00 to each consumer. 
That tho total amount appropriated lor public 
works out of the $572,553 is $53,300. That 
out of the latter sum thero bus been about 
$12,000 expanded iu unnecessary additions to 
Governor's residence and Land Office, whilst 
nocossary improvements to roads and bridges 
to advance tbo interests of fanners and settle- 
ment genorally aro deferred, That the ro-, 
turn made to tho Logisb-tivo Council iu 1808 
by Ilis Excollency the Governor, comparing 
the Customs' Tariffs of England, United States 
Canada and other colonies and countries is 
fallacious, _if intended to show that British 
Columbia is not taxed higher than other 
countries. That tho fallacy Is apparent whou 
it is observed thnt tho average annual tax 
per head in Canada is only $3 50, whilst 
tho average tax to uach consumer In British 
Columbia in 1807 was $23 75, aud that pro- 
posed iu 1808 is $29 to each consumer. That 
home productions, ot-or than gold, in this 
colony are not so advanced as in tho countries 
enumerated in tho Return, nnd that conso- 
quently thero is a larger average consumption 
hero of dutiable commodities and a corres- 
pondingly higher tax pnid by each consumer. 
That with tariff, internal revonuo dues, road 
tolls, &c, taxation is high and oppressive. 
That after paying tho interest and sinking 
fund on tho public debt, nearly all tho roV'. 
enuo is consumed nou-productlvely. That 
rotrenchmont is therefore demanded by tho 
united voico of tho peoplo of British Columbia, 

29. That it is tbo duly of iho Exocutivo to 
institute tho most thorough rotrench-eut In 
tha expenditure, nnd cuuso to bo amended 
and repealed all Btntutes or ordinances that 
interfere with economy in tho public Borvice. 

30. That miners and capitalists during tbo 
past tan years have been subject to the 
greatest inoonvenionoo and delays in securing 
copper and silver bearing quartz veinB, un- 
der each a tenure and with auoh facilities as 



would offer reasonable security for the in* 
vestment of capital; that the non-existence 
of a guneral luw on tho sunjoct and tbo ob» 
Hlooles interposed by tho Government hoe 
leuded to prevent the investment of capital 
in the countryjutd ruttirded the development 
of its mineral resources. That the enactment 
of n law under which a limited extent of any 
copper or silver bearing quartz veins freo 
bum Royalties, onerous laws and taxation, 
may be taken up anil held by any otio or 
more persons, under reaBonublo conditions of 
working, is absolutely essential to the invest' 
ment ol capital in such enterprises. 

31. That religion, humanity aud publio 
opinion demand thut due and proper con- 
sideration be paid to the Indian population 
with a view to their preservation und the, 
improvement ot their moral, intellectual nnd 
material condition. That beyond muking 
reservations ot land, Government has done 
nothing for them. That in many instances 
the Iodian roservea are large und valuable 
tracts of agricultural land. That such lunds 
though situated in districts where they would 
bo cultivated by settlers, remain unimproved 
by the Indians, except tho occasional cultiva- 
tion of a small patch. That settlers are 
prohibited occupying tham. That such 
Reserves ure consequently neither pro- 
perly utilized by the Indians nor by settlers 
Thut it is incumbent, therefore, ou the Gov* 
ernuient to establish such regulations as 
wr.'ilil utilizo the Indian Reserves und ap- 
propriate tho proceeds to the benefit of tha 
lodiaus. 

32. That tho people oi British Columbia 
recognizing the principle, that it is the impera > 
tive duty of the Stale to provido lor educa- 
tion, eurnestly desiro tho Immediate estnb» 
lis' ment of a nation&l system of popular 
education, based upon broad noD-seciarian 
principle, end that the non-existence of aDy 
recognized system ol educatiou applicable to 
tho whole Colony, is disciedi'.aDle to the 
Government. 

33. That while it is nppnrent to any di«- 
ioterested person that reirenchment in the 
public service could be made by which ubout 
$00,0(10 ot the annual expondituro could ba 
saved without impairing the efficiency of tha 
publio service, yet the Government persists 
in imposing Road Tolls on merchandize 
passing between Yale und Cariboo, that 
amounts to $60,000 per annum. That tha 
continuance ol the Road Tolls and the re« 
.intarjce offered to retrenchment by the Kxecu- 
live are grave acts ol mii-government. 

34. That a Reciprocal Commercial 'Ireaty 
between tho United .States aud England by 
which the lumber, coal, Gt.fi and other raw 
productions ot British Columbia and tha 
United States may be entered duty Iree for 
home coni-urnpiion in the ports ot the last- 
named oouniries respectively, would be a 
powertul stimulant to industry in this 
Colony. That it is, therelnre, expedient to 
urge npon the attention of tho Local and 
Imperial Governments the desirability of 
tukitig immediate steps to secure puch a com- 
mercial privilege, whilst the Reoip'ooity 
Treaty between Canada nud tho United 
States is under consideration, 

35. That though there has always been a 
large stall' of ollieials connected with the offico 
ol Lands ar.d Works, and notwithstanding 
there are vaat areas of good unoccupied 
agricultural nnd grazing lands in the Colony, 
the country but sparsely populated, tho 
impriKs ot agricultural produce and stock 
large, and the prices of agricultural producti 
ions highly remunerative, yet the Executivo 
has never made ru>y systematic and contin- 
0H8 effort to invite immigration, or induoe 
pei plo to etigugu in agriculture. That the 
apathy and indolenos ot the Guvei utucut re - 
specling the settlement of the publio lands 
ia therefore totally in Jelonsiblo. 

3(i. That free grants of at least 320 acres 
of land ought to ho otlered to nclual settlers 
upon tho public lands, and thut the Execu- 
tive should spare no effort in inviiing immi- 
gration aud facilitating the settlement of tho 
country. 

37. That the vote cf the Legislative Council 
relusing to pass an Address lo Her Majesty 
tho Queen respecting the Confederation of 
this Culyny with Canada, is not endorsed by 
the country; but is opposed to the well- 
understood wishes ol the people of British 
Columbia. 

The Convention fiirt'nir resolved : 

1. That no Address ba prepared and sent 
to Her .Majesty ttio Queen, praying lor the 
Reforms enumerated in these resolutions. 

2. That an Address to tho Governor Gen- 
eral of Canada be prepared nnd transmitted, 
urging Conledcratiou on the terms proposed. 

3. That an Address be transmitted to His 
Excellency tho Governor, uccompanied by a 
copy of there resolutions, praying that the 
Reforms therein contained may bo initiated 
and perfected. 

4. That a Petition to the Imperial Par* 
liament bo prepared and circulated for 
signnture throughout the Colony, nnd 
transmitted to some promiuoni member of 
Parliament for presentation, accompanied by 
tho resolutions of this Convention. 

5. That an Executive Comtnittea ho apt 
pointed with lull authority to call conven- 
tions, communioate with the luiporial, Cana- 
dian and local Governments, to prepare and 
transmit the addresses and pctiiious above 
alluded to, and take any niuasuroa that they 
may deem expedient to secara the Reforms 
enumerated in tho resolutions of tho Con- 
vention. 

Tbo following Committno wus appointed 
to carry out iho ohjsots of the Convention : 
Messrs. lion. DoCosmos, McMillan, Wallace 
and Nutria of Victoria; llavolock, ol Yule; 
Hon Robson of New Westminster, and Nel- 
son ol L'urrard In lot. 

Tho Convention then adjourned sine die, 
alter giviug three cheers for the Queen, and 
three for the New Dominion.
